Major Waller Held Not Guilty of 


the Murder of tiie Natives But 


is Censured for Assump- 


tion of Authority, 


M&ai'le, May 26.—The official nad- 


lagR of tie courtaartial which tried 
Major L. W. T. Waller and JJeuteaant 
Juan A. Day of the marine corps for 
executing natives on the island of Sa- 
mir without trial, have been made 
public. Tie reviewing authority of the 
court, Major General ChaSee. cosiniaa- 
<!«r-!c-shief of Iho American forces In 
UHS Philippines, has expressed its dis- 
approval o{ the court's findings in 
both c&afrfi. 


R'.'ferrtng to the caae. of Major Wal- 


ler, this reviewing authority says: 
"Ttie striding of the natives ia ques- 
tion to thuir death partoorc more of un- 
lawful retaliation than a Justiltebls, act 
of war. in justice to the American 
military service the findings of acquit- 
tal demand that they shall not moet 
with unqualified approval. Th« ma- 
rine in Szmar underwent great suffer- 
ing (>?roro their rescue, and their offi- 
cers, from their sick beu», voiced tha 
revengeful anger of the men. who tele- 
phoned to Major Waller advising that 
tb'j stevedores be killed. Major Wal- 
ler r«reiv«xJ this mt'ssag?; while &« was 
*!'•*. pronrai* f.'cia. a fnver.

state character. 
A large number of 


messages of condoltmce from all over 
the world were received at the em- 
bassy. Lfird Pauacefote was 74 years 
of ng3 and was the issue of one of the 
most ancient of British families. He 
came to Washington in 18S5, his serv- 
ice being one unbroken record of di- 
plomacy. He negotiated with Secre- 
tary qt State Olney the arbitration 
treaty, and assisted to frame the Ilay- 
Pauncefote treaty.

CROPPED PKOM A BRIDGE

tfce negro murderer of William Grow 
who waa killed lajrt month, TTIS Uk«] 
from th« P»rls jail, marched to th< 
bridge oa the north edge of town, ao< 
hanged by » nob of moro th^n 10 
men,: «•!«> rot.9 quietly into town & 
midnight. Tin mob weat at OHM to 
th« Jail, l»t were heM b»clc for mor 
tian an hoar by Sheriff James W 
Clark and Deputies Martin, Clark 
Polk MaetcreoB, "wfao iiood b**ore the 
entr«cc« to the jail stockad* •Rr 
draw« revolvers aad tbre*t«n«<3 to 
shoot the flrzt man who attempted to 
force aa entrance. The moi> remaloe< 
In front of the jail nearly two hours 
•parleying'with, the officers, fcod flrvaily 
marched airay. The officer* rMaat 
on guard bat believed that tfae mob 
tiacl disbanded. About 2 o'clock sev 
eral man aj>proaehed and engased the 
sheriff and his deputies in coaversa- 
tioa. Suddenly, before the 
officers 


could defend themselves, they were 
seized, disarmed and carried 
away 


The mob then quickly reappeared, stir 
rounded the jail again, and with 
sledgehammers battered down the big 
iron doors. Tils wag the work of bul 
a few minutes. 
The negro made no 


resistance and confessed his guilt. The 
fSther and brother of the victim were 
in the mob aad assisted in escorting 
the Bran to the bridge, a quarter of a 
mile away. A.t the bridge Wltherup's 
feet were tied by the brother of the 
murdered man, while the senior Grow 
adjusted the rope about his neck and 
pushed him off tb.e structure: 'With- 
erup's neck was broken, b? the fall. 
His death waa almost instantaneous. 
Their work done, the mob left thi; 
vicinity quietly.

LECTS AN ARCHBISHOP.

The arcndJocese of New York is just 


now the center of interest in the Catho- 
lic world. The selection of a successor 
to the late Arcubisliop Gorrlsjan is a 
matter, of great '.importance to the 
cburcu, and much speculation lias been 
indulged as to 'who -will be chosen. The 
metropolitan see of New York is one ot' 
the largest Catholic jurisdictions iu the 
world, rivaling Paris and' Vienna in 
this respect. It comprises the states of 
New 1'ork and New Jersey and a por- 
tion of the Bahama isiamis. 


It is no «iasy accomplishment to suc- 


cessfully undertake the spiritual gov- 
ernment of 1,500,000 souls. A great 
archbishop must be a many sided man, 
Besides being a theologian, a writer 
and an orator, he is expected to be an 
organizer, a leader, a financier, an ec- 
clesiastical statesman, a man of ilifiuite 
detail and a deep and correct render of 
his feliows. 


The method of selecting the next 


metropolitan is fixed by the winou 
laws. First a meeting of the diocesan 
council is called, and the six consulters 
of the archdiocese, together with the 
fifteen or more permanent rectors, will 
select three names to be considered. 


These names are tben sent to the suf- 


fragan bishops of th'e province of Xtvw 
York, who will also meet in conference 
and may either indorse one or all of the 
names selected by the diocesan council 
or may select three entirely different 
ones. 


All these names -fl-ill then go before 


the hierarchy—that is, the archbishops 
of the United States. No one is consid- 
ered eligible for appoiuttaent at Home 
unless his name appwirs on the list 
prepared by the archbishops. They 
may indorse the selection of the local 
clergy or of ihe bishops of the province, 
but iu times past this body has fre- 
quently recommended to the authori- 
ties at Koine the name ot a dignitary of 
the church personally unknown In the 
SOP to which he was later appointed.

cry. These boards should be 1 inch 
thick by 12 to 14 inches xvlde nnd 12 
to 1G fpvt lonii. The cheaper Crudes of 
pine will <io. but new boards nre liable 
1o impart an uuplcaspnt flavor to the 
co'ery. Tlae kind used by growers in 
Michigan, Ohio and New 1'ork .it tbo 
rate now prevailing cost S21 to $23 per 
1,000 
feet. 


In placing the boards in position, slip 


one ed«e well under the outside leaves 
of the plants, then bring this edge up- 
ward until ia a vertical position alon^ 
the row, having another board at the 
same time placed on tho otiier side so 
that when in position there will be as 
iitr.Ie space between ti«? boards ns the 
thickness of the plants will permit. 
These boards may wtieVi used on n 
small sciUc- only foe fastc-nc-u In position 
by .means of stakes driven in 
the 


ground by nailing: short pieces of lath 
across tht1 top every six or eight feet 
or by means of notched sticks placed 
over the tops of the boards. 


Any one of these methods would be 


too inconvenient when applied on a 
large scale, and a far bettor one is that 
jsraetieou by Uie larjre growers—name- 
ly, that of usirjj hooks or spanners 
about six inches long made of heavy 
gdlvtinlzed. wire bent somewhat in the 
shape of the thumb and first linger dis- 
tended. 
These spanners nre slipped 


over the upper edges of tbe boards 
every few feet Jo bold them together, 
nnd the plants are rigid enough to keep 
the boards in an upright position. 


Two or three weeks' time will be re- 


quired to complete the blanching of 
early varieties, but the boards must be 
iicpt in position until the crop la re- 
moved from the ground, after which 
they )H.'iy be siaed again two or three 
times during tbo seatfon. 


If the celery is allowed to remain in 


the boards too long after it has reach- 
ed a marketable stage, it loses in 
wcJpbt and flavor and is liable to be 
injured or e^en destroyed by tbe at- 
tacks of blight. 


Perhaps the most satisfactory way 


of blanching early celery on a small 
scaie is by means of ordinary farm 
draintiles of about four inches inside 
diameter, placed over the plants after 
they have become almost fully jsrroTrri. 
To facilitate the work of placing tbe 
tiles over the plants some of the out- 
side lea-ps sbcuM be palled a^ay and 
the main part of the plant loosely tied 
together by means of a soft string or, 
better with "VThut is known ns paper 
twine, beiag a string made by twist- 
ing a Str'« "f Riift paper. This string 
will lose its strength as soon as it be- 
comes wet nnd wii! offer no resistance 
to the further growth of the plant.

Plagued 
Islands

LTHOUGH -within a few days' 


sail from any of our Atlantic 
ports, the islands of Marti- 
nique and St Vincent, which 
have Just been visited by dis- 


aster In such terrible form, occupy 
.what seems to us an obscure and out 
of the way corner of the world. Until 
the story of the volcanic holocaust was 
told the names of Java and Borneo, in 
the antipodes, were much teore famil-

lar. In fact, we connect Java with the 
breakfast cup, and Borneo recalls to us 
the circus sidesuoT with, its wild men. 
But of Martinique and St. Vincent we 
beard little until we were told iiiat 
thousands of our fellow beings were 
lying dead there whiic^many thousands 
more suffered great distress. 


Yet iu both these comparatively near- 


by islands there has long been civiliza- 
tion, smacking more of the o!d world 
than the new, it is true, but civilization 
none the less. Many of the victims, of 
course, were simple- minded, half en- 
Hjcbteuod natives of mixed race, bnt 
thousands more were educated, refined 
men and women of French and Span- 
ish and English blood. 


The island of Martinique if probably 


the most important of that crescent 
shaped group known as the Lessor An- 
tilles. Leeward and "Windward are the 
names given by mariners to the islands 
comprising the Lesser Antilles lying to 
the southeast of Santo Domingo and 
Porto Kico, including Guadeloupe, Do- 
minica and Martinique to the north, or 
leeward, and Barbados, St. Lucia, St.. 
Vincent Grenadine, Grenada and oth- 
ers to the souiii, culled tiia Winuward 
group. 


Of these Martinique anil Guadeloupe 


uCiOfij? to tfao l^rcschj tile orders are 
English possessions. Martinique, the 
central scene of the catastrophe that 
is threatening all of the islands of tsc 
Lesser Antilles, had. a population of 
about 1S3.000, of wiiich about 25,000 
were white, mostly French or of French 
origin. The bulk of the population are 
negroes an?? !>:ilf l.ir«>(Js of all shades 
of colors from full black to the nearly 
white octoroon.

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thick with rich grass and dotted here 
and there with spreading shrubbery 
and drooping trees. There was no 
pieasauter outiiij; for an afternoon 
than a journey up tiie green, velvelliko 
Sides ot the towering mountain and a 
view of the quaint, picturesque city 
slumbering at its buso. 


There were nr> rot-ty cliffs, no crags, 


no protruding bowlders. The mountain 
was peace itself. It seemed to promise 
perpetual protection. The poetic na- 
tives relied upon it to keep back Storms 
from the laud and; frighten with its 
stern brow the tempests from the sen. 
They pointed to it with profoundest 
pride as one of the most beautiful 
mountains in the -world. They never 
suspected that their friend would turn 
on them and blot them out of existence. 


Before the eruption of Mont Poico 


the island of St. Vincent enjoyed the 
distinction of having produced the most 
important volcanic disturbance in the 
history of the Lesser Antilles. The is- 
land is only eighteen miles long and 
eleven miles wide. It lies in the- Carib- 
bean sea, sixty miles west of Barba- 
dos and twenty-lire miles southwest 
of St Lucia. The entire island is of 
volcanic structure, and La Soufrierc 
rises to a height of 4.048 feet. 


In 1S12 this volcano, -whose crater is 


three miles in circumference and 500 
feet deep, was the scene of a tremen- 
dous eruption. Billions of tons of rock 
and earth were hurled high into the 
air. Part, as molten lava, flowed down 
Into the sea; part, shivered into thin 
dust, was carried hi.cb up into Hie 
cloud;?. For three days the av.-fui con- 
vulsions of nature continned. The dust 
from the crater so obscured the rays of 
the Klin and brought on a darkness so 
terrifying that the few survivors be- 
lieved the world had come 1o an end. 


The whole configuration of the island 


was changed. Tho eastern end sank 
Into the sea, and where it stood there is 
now a great depth of water. The vol- 
canic forces remained quiescent until 
1SS2, 
and then the warning rumble was 


heard again, but it was a false alarm, 
end the terrible scenes of the early 
part of the century were not repeated.

The harbor is formed by the 
projection into the sea of t-,vo promon- 
tories, Uie extremities of two spurs 
thrown out by Mount St. Andrew. The 
tov.-a of Kingstown is remarkably \vell 
laid out and is one of the prettiest 
small ports is the West Indies. 


The climate of St. Vincent is unusu- 


ally liumiil, the average rainfall being 
seven feet annually. But the mortality 
rate is low, anu the inhabitants enjoy 
excellent health. The soil in the val- 
leys is a rich loam well calculated for 
the growing of cotton arid cocoa palms 
as well as sugar ci tie. 


It 'is the home of the giant firefly. 


\ThGsc fibosphwescent brilliancy is so 
great that one fly will shed sufficient 
light by vfhicfc to re&C a book or news- 
paper. A dozen of these insects will 
light up a large room, and the Caribs 
in the olden days used them for pur- 
poses of illumination. 


These Caribs, the original owners of 


the islands, have now disappeared, the 
few remaining survivors of the race 
having been vriped out of existtnce by 
the recent eruption of La Soufricrc. 
Since 17S3. when ttte Caribs were in- 
cited to revolt against the British by 
the SYencli, they have lived in a little 
Tillage on lands granted them by-the 
British government. 


Their original borne wns probably in 


the northern part of South America, 
from the Amazon to Venezuela. Carihs 
being still found in a state of savagery 
in the Gnlanas. 


The island of St Vincent was for- 


merly under the general government of 
the Windward Islands, Barbados beinj; 
headquarters, but iii 1SS5 Barbados 
was nmdo a separate government, ond 
Urenadn, St Vincent, Tobago and St. 
Lucia were placed under a governor. 
The official council of St. Vincent is 
composed of eight members nominated 
by the British crown. The population 
of the Island is about 50,000, three- 
fourths of the inhabitant* being of ne- 
gro or mixed blood.
